The Senate Constitutional Amend- 
ments Committee voted to report 
favorably a proposed amendment by 
Senator Johnson providing for the 
adoption of a new Constitution to 
be prepared by a committee com- 
posed of nonpartisan delegates. The 
amendment, if ratified by the peo- 
ple, would make it incumbent on the 
next Legislature to pass bills neces- 
sary to provide for an election of 
delegates to a constitufjonal conven- 
tion. It provides for une delegate 
from each Assembly district, one 
from each of the fifty-eight coun- 
ties and twenty-five to be elected at 
large, making a total of 163. State 
Senators or Assemblymen could be 
elected as delegates. 
The amendment originally pro- 
vided for a convention to revise the 
Constitution, but this was amended 
by the committee to provide for an 
entirely new Constitution. The con- 
vention would be authorized to sub- 
mit alternative proposals on any sec- 
tion.

It’s Jolly Well Hard for the 
Peerage to Get On. 


And, Bah Jove, Brains Too 
Seek Their Just Reward. 


They're All Doing it in Britain

LONDON, March 6.—The English

proof of that ancient fable one offers 
the announcement that the dukes of 
Great Britain are discussing the for- 
mation of a trade union of their 
own. Under the leadership of His 
Grace, the Duke of Somerset, these 
noble lords of the most exalted rank 
short of royalty are taking with ap- 
parent seriousness of concern action 
to protect their order. There are, 
if memory rightly serves, only some 
twenty-seven Dukes in the peerage, 
but what they lack in numbers they 
make up in importance. 

The physicians of London are al- 
ready organizea, but promise not to 
strike except under an extreme 

revocation. In fairness it should 

e sald that they have eo far re- 
fused to make their unlon a mem- 
ber of the trade and labor congress. 
School-teachers in several parts of 
the island have not only organized 
but have actually conducted strikes 
to enforce their demands for shorter 
hours and bigger pay. There is even

What is, in most aspects, quite 
without humor is the formation at 
a big meeting today of the so-called 
“middle class union” embracing in 
tts present and potential member- 
ship all tne millions who work with 
brain or pen.

HERE’S GRIEVANCE LIST. 

The object of the “middle class 
union” is to protect its members 
against legislative and industrial 
tyranny. It intends to fight to re- 
move unfair burdens already placed 
on the middle class, to compel mem- 
bers of the working class to pay in- 
come taxes equally with the mem- 
bers of middle class, to prevent the 
passage oi new laws which unjuet- 
ly affect the middle ¢lass, and ‘to 
do everything in its power to lower 
the high ost of living.

MIGHT PULL A STRIKE. 

It might, Mr. Jones sa‘d, in case 
of necessity, do a little striking on 
its own account. On the one hand 
it could prevent profiteering and on 
the other unfair and unjust strikes 
on the part of labor unions. The 
“middle class union” could become 
strong enough to compel decent and 
just treatment on the part of 
capital and labor and the govern- 
ment. Why should not the great 
and wealthy co-operative societies 
pay income taxes? The middle 
class, he said, has been treated long 
enough as if it were of no im- 
portance except when it comes to 
paying taxes. 

Preben dary Gough, who appeared 
in clerteal dress, declared that the 
formation of a middle class union 
was necessary to save the civic lib- 
erties in England. The govern- 
ment was mainly moved, he said, by 
motives of partisan advantage and 
by its fears.

Raymond Robins Tells Senate 
of Bolshevike Plans. 


Witness Describes Relations 
with Lenine, Trotaky. 
Urges Withdrawal of Allied 
Forces in Russia. 


A NIGHT wine.) 
WASHINGTON, March 6,—Rey- 
mond Robins of Chicago, former 
head of the American Red Cross 
mission to Russia, told the Sonate 
Investigating Committee today that 
there was a fundamental menace for 
the world in Russian Bolsheviem 
and suggested means for combatting 
its spread. The witness said that 
@ year ago Nickola! Lenine, Bolshe- 
vik Premier, had correctly forecast 
how Bolsheviem ideas would take 
root in Bulgaria, Austria and Ger- 
many in the order named. 
Robins quoted Lenine as declar- 
ing that in his opinion the Amer!i- 
can government was entirely cor- 
rupt and as adding: 
“We challenge every government. 
We may be overwhelmed, Dut at the 
same time we will destroy all mori- 
bund political governments.” 
Unceasing opposition to the prin- 
ciples of Bolsheviem, both in Rus- 
sin and in the United States, was 
_advocatead by Robins, but he 
|} warned against military force and 
the suppression of ideas. The wit- 
ness said the United States should 
send an economic mission to Rus- 
sia to ald the people in obtaining 
the necessities of life, declaring this 
the most effectite way in fighting 
Bolsheviem. To combat

In urging withdrawal of Ameri- 
can and Allied military forces from 
Russia, Robins outiined the polictes 
of the American and Allied govern- 
ments which ne said led to inter- 
vention and told the committee that 
the sending of the troops had 3 
to precipitate the red terro 
Witness said the — 
Soviet government agreed in Fe- 
ruary, 1918, to denounce the Brest- 
Litovsk treaty and resume the war 
against Germany if the United 
States and Great Britain would - 
sure co-operation, but that daspite 
his own efforts and those of R.A.B. 
Lockhart, British high vommission- 
er, to tnduce the governments to 
agree, no response was received and 
the treaty was approved. 
The Bolshevists do not desire rec- 
ognition by the United States, 
Robins testified, but they would 
welcome assistance in restoring the 
economic life of the country. He 
explained that the Bolshevist lead- 
ers feel that their position aa inter- 
national revolutionaries would de 
weakened by formal treaties. 
Asserting that Lenine prefers cc- 
operation with America, rather 
than Germany, Ruvins said that un- 
less this country took the lead in 
peaceable restoration of Russia. 
Germany inevitably would obtuin a 
new foothold. 
The witness believed that 
fea had “failed to connect in this 
Russian story” partially because of 
the men sent to Russia to represent 
the United States. He mentioned 
especially Elihu Root, who, he said, 
was attacked In Russia as having 
been the man who tried to mae the 
United States “safe for plutocracy.” 
Other factors, according to the wit- 
ness, were the stories wid by 
aus who returned to Russia from 
the United States after the revolu- 
tion. These men seemed to have 
been living in bad spots, Robins 
said, and they brougnt back false 
ideas about the United States, which 
they pictured as “a heaven of capi- 
talista and a hell for workiangmen.” 
Robins testified that stories 
atrocities in Russia before his de- 
porters were largely false, declaring 
was “im the lack of 
destruction of life,” and adding that 
he believed it would have been 
much greater in the United States 
under similar conditions, 
Mr. Robins testen that Trotsky 
and Lenine disagreed about the sign- 
of the Breet treaty, the former 
believing that if he appealed to the 
working classes of Germany, the 
German leaders would not dare im- 
pose the treaty on Russia.

WHY SLAVS FAILED. 

Mr. Robins said that before Rus- 
sla failed as an ally, Allied and 
American propagandwts unwitting- 
ly contributed largely to the down- 
fall of Russian morale and what fol- 


lowed. 
“Posters were all over Russia,” 
said Mr. Robins, “telling how 


great 

the Allies were and how powerful 
America was. Some of the posters 
said the United States would have 
20,000 airplanes and 4,000,000 men 
in France. The Russians reading 
these declarations said to them- 
selves, “Well, if all that is true. we 
will go home for a while.’ There 
is no doubt that this propaganda 
materially assisted in the disinte- 
gration of the Russian morale.” 
Mr. Robins described conditions as 
he found them when he went to 
Russia. Even during the early part 
of the Kerensky regime, he said, he 
became conscious of the fact that 
it wae falling, because it did not pay 
enough attention to dWairs in the 
outiying districts of Russa. Ke- 
rensky's civil power, the witness as- 
serted, whs inefficient and the soviet 
control grew up naturally. 
ANTI-SOCIALIST. 

Mr. Robins said that he was anti- 
Socialist when he went to Russia 
and that hig experiences there had 


not changed his ideas in regard to 
Socialism. 


Col. William R. Thompron, head 
of the American Red Cross mission 
in Petrograd, who had been charged 
with spending money to aid the 
Boisheviki, Mr. Robins said, “never 
spent a dollar for that purpose.” 
Instead, he declared, $1,000,000 
in an effort to convince the Russians 
that German victory meant defeat 
of the Ruesian revolution was fur- 
nished from Col. Thompson's private 
fortune. 

Mr. Robins sald a request was 
made of the American government 
for an additional million in October, 
1917, and $1,000,000 a month for 
three months to carry on propa- 
ganda. The American government 
was warned, he said, that unless this 
money was forthcoming, the RBol- 
sheviki would gain control and a 
separate peace between Russia and 
Germany was likely. Instead of — 
ceiving approval of the protect 
Robins testified, the — — 
cabled that a representative of the 
Committee on Public Information 
would be sent to Russia to study the 
situation. When the committee's 
representative arrived the Bolshe- 
vikt had been in power for two 
weeks. 

FORESAW RED'S POWER. 
Mr. Robing said that he saw 
early that the Bolsheviki would be- 
come the real power in Russia be- 
cause they had the masses of the 
Russian people behind them, al- 
though Germans ard possibly cer- 
tain dishonest elements were for 
the moment in control. He said 
he went te see Trotsky after the 
latter came into power and told 
him that the Red Cross desired to 
serve the Russian people without 
injuring the Allied cause. 

“TI told Trotzky,” the witness con- 
tinued, “that I would deal with 
whoever happened to be in power. 
After that Trotsky let us send a 
train of supplies to Rurania under 
Boleheviet protection. Trotzky said 
that he believed in an international 
revolution which eventually would 
reach America, but he realized that 
America was the one agency through 
which the economic situation in 
Russia could be improved.

telope Valley highway, in addition to the 
coast highway, is valiA and just and should 
be recognized. The State Highway 
Mission has been saved much money t 
would otherwise have been needed because 
Los Angeles county had already built so 
many miles of paved highways. This coun- 
ty has supported the State highway system 
at all times. It has paid its full share of 
the cost, but has not received its full share 
of the roads. , 

Among the roads proposed by the conven- 
tion’s Executive Committee and which will 
be recommended to the State Highway 
Committee next Thursday is one from Bar- 
stow to Needles. This merely calls for re 
Dalr work at an estimated cost of $360,000. 
Proposed repairs on the road from Barstow 
to Mojave, a distance of seventy-five miles, 
will cost $150,000. Paving seventeen miles 
and grading eighty-three miles from Mecca 
to Blythe will cost $200,000. The estimated 
cost of the Oxnard to San Juan Capistrano 
highway is $4,000,000. In all, seventeen 
highway projecis are recommended, practi- 
cally all of those not mentioned being far- 
ther worth. The total estimate ts $15,015.,- 
000. The amount necessary to complete 
present highways already started, including 
co-operative roads mentioned in the last 
bond issue, is about $20,000,000. 

That money invested by California as a 
State and by California counties and mu- 
nicipalities in building good roads has been 
profitable is obvious. Paved boulevards ex- 
tending over mountains, across green val- 
leys, along the coast of the majestic Pacific 
and connecting cities and towns with each 
other are a magnificent asset not equalled 
anywhere else in America. Good roads 
have contributed much toward the growth, 
prosperity and attractiveness of the Golden 
State. They have brought thousands of 
visitors and these have spread the fame of 
California as a wonderful country for mo- 
torists all over the world. Good roads have 
brought homeseekers and have stimulated 
building. They have helped develop agri- 
culture, horticulture and manufacturing in- 


“dustries. More roads, now in process of 


construction or projected under the coming 
bond issue, will be an equally profitable in- 
vestment. 

The State's voters evidently recognize the 
value of good roads, for they did not hes!- 
tate to authorize the first and second bond 
issues, aggregating $30,000,000—and they 
will now, in all probability, vote for the 
larger iasue, especially if wisdom is used in 
providing needed roads in districts fairly 
entitled to them.

They are within their rights when they 
demand full information and free discussion 
of the terms to be adopted. But partisan- 
ship and personal animosity for the Presi- 
dent have no place in this discussion. The 
President did not start the League of Na- 
tions; he fell in line for it. The questions 
involved are too big and too fraught with 
vital import to the welfare of all the peoples 
of the earth to be looked at from the indi- 
vidual standpoint of any man, of any party 
or of any one country. They must be 
judged unselfishly and impersonally and 
with the best interests of the human race 


as the criterion. 


Roughly speaking, mankind may be d. 
vided into two classes—the forward look- 
ing and those who always look backward. 
The one class, the conservative minds, nat- 
urally turn to tradition, precedents, experi- 
ence for guidance and move abead cautious- 
ly, with eyes to the rear rather than ahead. 
The other class have vision—their eyes are 
always to the front--they are the leaders 
who pilot the way in every great change. 

In the past five years we have witnessed 
the culmination of conservatism as repre- 
sented by autocracy, imperialism, militar- 
ism and personal pride and egotism. We 
have seen these forces try to conquer the 
World and have witnessed their failure. On 
the other hand, we have also seen the 


visionaries, the wildest dreamers of the un- 


balanced idealists, trying to grasp and con- 
quer not only Russia, but all the world. 
And we know the hideous travesty on order 
and justice which has resulted. Now both 
conservatives and idealists are facing cha- 
os. Bvery nation and every individual is 
threatened. The statesmen of the world, 
conservative and liberal alike, are front- 
ed by new problems and new conditions 
which compel new methods and new rela- 
tions.

FIGHT SENTENCE 


Creamery Head Given Fifty 
Days Straight in Jail. 


Says Ordinance Does not Ap- 
ply to Case; to Appeal. 


Synthetic Product Always so 
Marked, Says Carver. 


The maximum penalty of fifty 
days in the City Jall was given yes- 
terday afternoon by Pollee Judge 
Hugh Crawford to Samuel A. W. 
Carver, viee-president and general 
manager of the Crescent Creamery 
Company, who pleaded guilty sev- 
eral days ago to a charge of having 
sold syhthetic or adulterated milk. 
Following the sentence Attorney Os- 
car Lawler for the defense sorved 
notice of appeal and Mr. Carver was 
released under $600 bond. 

Mr. Carver Was arrested about 
two months ago by Inspector John 
Crowley ot the éity health depart- 
ment with F. H. Bothell and A. R. 
Haftison, employees of the éréam- 
ery. When Mr. Carver declared he 
would enter a plea of guilty the 
action against the two employees 
Was dGismissed, according to Dep- 
uty City Prosecutor Pendegast, be- 
cause of lack of evidence. 

In a statement given out foilow- 
ing the sentence, Justlee Crawford 
declared that in the mind of the 
court the Crescent Cream om- 
pany had by the sale of t n- 
thetie mi obtained money under 
false pretenses. The evidence taken 
according to Judge Crawford showed 
that Mr. Carvér had been warned 
to ease the sale of the synthetic 
milk some time during last August 
and seccofding to the court failed 
to heed the warning. 

Aceording to Mr. Lawler the use 
of the synthetic milk was admitted 
by Mr. Carver, but that when sold 
it was only weed for baking and 
cooking purposes and always bore a 
label different than that placed upon 
the pure milk. Mr. Carver through 
his attorney stated that when 
warned te cease selling the com- 
pounded milk no more of the prod- 
uct was turned out by the creamery. 

In his statement following the 

sentence, Mr. Lawler declared that 
the elty ordinance under Which Mr. 
Carver was arrested and rentenced 
did not im his Opinion apply to this 
case, as it was framed before the 
making of synthetic milk was in- 
vented, and according to him was 
not intended to cover @ Case of this 
nature, Accordifg to the defense 
synthetic milk is used by almost ev- 
ery creamery and dairy in the city 
of Los Angeles and at times the use 
can not be avoided.

The Supervisors have appropriated 
$50,000 to pay for rock, oil and oth- 
er materials for paving fourteen 
miles of road from Lancaster eust- 

. The labor on this road will 
be paid for by property owners. 

About fifty-six miles of road will be 
constructed in Antelope Valley, cost- 
ing about $826,000. 

A plea to the State to provide 
work for the increasing number of 
unemployed was made yesterday by 
directors of the Los Angeles Cham- 
ber of Commerce. The petition is 
to the State Legislature, and is in- 
| ecorporated in the following resolu- 
tion, which hag been forwarded: 

“Whereas, it is manifest that th 
lare many men without employment
